Under the Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. Emergency Relief 
Act of 1933, a merchandising mart 
is among the seven types of pro- 
jects for which government fi- 
nancing is available. So Detroit 
is working with this in mind, the 
first step in this direction being 
taken at a meeting last week of 
a committee, headed by Harry C. 
MacDonald, director of the De- 
troit Convention and Tourist 
Bureau. 

At this meeting six different 
sites were considered in the down- 
town section. Government co- 
operation was assured and part 
of the red tape to be cut includes 
going to the people for legislation 
that will permit of the issuance 
of revenue bonds for financing 
purposes. It is estimated that 
the building would cost $6,000,000. 

The agitation for locating a 
national automobile show in De- 
troit has been going on for more 
than a year now, fostered by the 
Detroit Convention and Tourist 
Bureau. With such a building as 
this tentative mart for the hous- 
ing of it, one of the major prob- 
lems would be solved, it is claimed 
by J. Lee Barrett of the Bureau. 


Those advocating the national 


automobile show in Detroit point 
out that in the earlier days the 
main reason for such an exhibi- 
tion was for the purpose of con- 
tacting dealers from all parts of 
the country, who would come for 
the purpose of looking over the 
new models and signing up for 
the season just ahead. Times 
have changed in this regard, it is 
claimed. Either the dealers have 
been called to the Detroit fac- 
tories for a look at the new mod- 
els or have been’ contacted 
through regional meetings before 
even the New York show, it is 
pointed out. 


Inasmuch as Detroit the 
dealers’ Mecca anyway, those 
back of the agitation claim that 
by holding an earlier show for 
dealers in this city that it would 
have a strong appeal for the re- 
tailers. Indeed, it is pointed out, 
it would be perfectly logical to 
run the show over a period of at 
least a month, during which time 
dealers could come from every 
point of the compass, contact with 
factory executives at their own 
desks and receive attention they 
cannot get in either New York or 
Chicago. 

It also has been advocated that

Thousands of millions of the 
pennies which are attached to the 
price of the gasoline sold to car 
Owners are diverted to a miscel- 
lany of purposes. The result is to 
sicken the soul of motordom 
against the very thought of some- 
thing of which it once approved 
100 per cent. 

It is difficult for the motorist 
to see any valid reason why he 
should be taxed to propagate oys- 
ters in the inland waters of Mary- 
land or to build seawalls in Mis- 
sissippi. It is equally hard for 
him to accept as just an arrange- 
ment whereby he is made the pri- 
mary contributor to unemploy- 
ment relief in many states. 

The situation is fraught with 
the danger that it jeopardizes the 
entire structure of motor vehicle 
taxation, the inherent soundness 
and universal acceptance of 
which accounts for the elaborate, 
even if unfinished, network of 
streets and highways which have 
made the motor car and truck 
supreme in personal transporta- 
tion in the United States. 


Keen students of motor taxa- 
tion can see no other end than 
this for the present state of af- 
fairs. - They se see the gasoline | tax

going the way of all other taxes, 
from abuse to abuse until those 
who pay it violently reject the 
entire principle. 

When the gasoline levy first 
was imposed, it was calculated at 
a rate of one cent a gallon. To- 
day, with federal, county and mu- 
nicipal agencies making their own 
assessments in addition to that 
of the states, there are rates as 
high as eleven cents a gallon in 
effect. That means the increase 
has reached a maximum expres- 
sion of 1,100 per cent. 

From the original one-cent rate 
in Oregon and Colorado, car own- 
ers saw the assessment grow 
from year to year. They entered 
no demurrer to the trend because 
visible returns were to be found 


on all sides in the form of more | 


and better highways, wider 


streets, grade crossing elimina- 
tions and the like. The nation | 
was engaged upon a mammoth 
highway program. No motorist 


questioned its value to him. 

Today, it is different. The mo- 
torist is twice conscious of the 
tax; once when he pays it due to 
its heaviness, and again when he 
finds that it not only is failing to 
expand the road system he uses 
but also that it is not maintaining 
the one in which he has invested 
billions. It is a circumstance that 
bodes ill for a sane and readily 
accepted motor taxation structure 
when economic conditions have 
returned to normal and legis- 
lators again find themselves with 
the duty of raising highway reve- 
nues. By that time, even though 
it may be soon, indeed, they will 
have alienated motorists who con- 
stitute too large a section of the 
body politic to view its revolt 
lightly. 

In this situation, there is a 
powerful arrow for the bows of 
those engaged in the thick of the 
battle for P fair motor taxes. 


aw, Retail are Valais 
74% Over Same Month ’*32 


(Special to ADN from Washington Bureau 
Washington, Dec. 29.—Prelimi- 
nary estimates of the value of 
retail sales of new passenger 


automobiles, computed from the 
number of cars sold as reported 
by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, show an 
increase of 74 per cent for the 
past November over November, 
1932, and a decrease of 30 per 
cent as compared with October 
this year, according to the United 
States Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 

This is the first time in five 
years that sales in November 
have been greater than in No- 
vember of the preceding year. 
The October-November decrease 
is slightly more than the usual 
seasonal decline. 

The 11 months’ total for this 
year is 23 per cent higher than 
the corresponding total for 1932. 
The total for the first 11 months 
of 1932, on the other hand, was 
44 per cent lower than in 1931. 
Sales for the first four months of 
1933 were considerably below the 
same months during 1932 but 
from May through November 
each month showed an increase 


over the same month a year ago 
The percentages are based on 


daily average sales figures giving 


equal weight to all the days of 
the calendar months involved. 


The original sales data were ob- 
tained in terms of the total num- 
ber of cars sold. In order to 
convert this figure to dollar value, 
an index of price changes was 
prepared, based upon the selling 
price for the most popular body 
type, and weighted to the regis- 
trations for each make and model.

IME—that inscrutable force which “blunts the lion’s 

claw’’—ticks on. At twelve midnight Sunday the year 
of 1933 will have run its compass. It would be an error 
to judge this past year too harshly. True, the first six 
months constituted a bitter period that none of us should 
like to see again. Those months represented one of the 
most trying periods our nation ever has had to endure 
in times of peace. Months of discouragement with many 
plans gone awry. 


As the half year mark was passed a new spirit of hope 
was born. This spirit has been transformed into a grow- 
ing confidence which should be the basis for a real econ- 
uvmic upturn in 1934. It is the wish of AUTOMOTIVE DAILY 
NEws that its readers and the industry as a whole share 
in the benefits of this returning confidence which we feel 
will be reflected in better automobile sales in the coming 
year. 

Even as things stand the industry has faired better 
in 1933 than it did in 1932. Production of new passenger 
cars during the past twelve months is likely to reach 
a total close to 1,700,000 units. Truck output may go 
as high as 365,000. This compares 1,186,209 passenger 
cars and 245,285 trucks in 1932 representing a gain of 
approximately 43 per cent this year. 


While no definite figures are available it is likely that 
the wholesale value of this year’s production will run in 
the neighborhood of $970,000,000 against $793,000,000 in 
1932. The only big fly in the ointment lies in the fact 
that taxes paid by automobile owners during the past 
year, amounting to close to $1,170,000,000, is in excess of 
the total wholesale value of the entire output of the in- 
dustry. If we make any New Year resolution surely the 
most important we could would be to see that this in- 
justice is remedied during the coming year. 


There can be no question now that we are to convalesce 
from the effects of the recent depression by riding in 
automobile. The motor car certainly is leading the way. 
A relief from burdensome taxes would help it to do even 
a greater share. No other industry has given so un- 
stintingly its brain power and resources in the effort to 
lift the country out of gloom than has the automotive 
industry. It faces a situation now, where it is hampered 
in its efforts by millstone of taxation. We are now past 
the first third of this century. It is time that we united to 
see what can be done. This industry has never flinched 
at doing its share, but no industry can long endure with 
its products paying a tax of more than 100 per cent of 
their value. 

A real possibility exists today that 1934 will be better 
than a normal year in automobile sales. Tax relief to car 
users would be reflected in still greater sales. As we| 
enter 1934 our hopes are high. With returning national 
unity and sanity which is evident on all sides we cannot | 
help but feel that the coming twelve months hold many | 
opportunities for those looking for opportunity. We are | 
proud of the part the industry played in 1933 and look | 
for even better things in 1934. We address this plea to 
national and state legislators to consider this part in 
making 1934 tax plans. We do not seek favor; we ask | 
only fairness.

Lubrication Lesson 
Speaking as a dealer who has 
been having a lot of customers 
on his neck regarding oil con- 
sumption, we would like to see 
an educational campaign started 
for the benefit of the automobile 
driving public—that these mod- 
ern automobiles they are buying 
today cannot be operated at high 
speed without oil consumption. 
Manufacturers are leading the 
buyers to believe they do not con- 
sume oil between oil changes, and 
they make this statement without 
qualifications, and that is not true 
where the cars are operated con- 
stantly at a mile a minute and up. 


We cannot discuss this matter 
as engineers, but as dealers who 
come in contact with all makes 
of cars, we cannot see that there 
is any material difference in oil 
consumption with one car over 
another, where the operating 
conditions are the same. Yet, the 
public comes back on the dealer 
and expects him to make good 
motors that are using oil between 
changes, and in a great many 
cases dealers have assumed this 
expense themselves and it has 
worked a hardship. 


The public would like the au- 
tomobile just as well if they 


were told the truth, and person- 
ally I think an automobile that 
has a high road speed and a 
high compression ratio, should 
have an auxiliary oil tank, 
the same as it has an auxiliary 
gasoline tank, so that the cus- 
tomer could buy his oil by the 
gallon instead of by the quart. 
If this were done, cars would be 
better lubricated, and we think 
the customer would not object 
putting in one gallon or two gal- 
lons occasionally, if he could buy 
the same at gallon prices and if 
he was not inconvenienced by 
putting in oil every time he 
stopped for gasoline.

I will need men 
who can handle a deal from a 
code standpoint and who can use 
their better judgment in analyz- 
ing the sales possibilities of the 
used car under consideration.

The coil front springs are made 
of silicon manganese steel. In- 
side the coil springs and fastened 
to the upper spring seats are 
large rubber bumpers, to cushion 
extreme movement. 


New Type Tires 


Buick’s air-cushion tires are of 
a new type, with treads designed 
to eliminate noise of travel and 
provide better traction. Inflation 
pressures recommended range 
from 21 pounds to 25 pounds cold, 
or 24 pounds to 28 pounds hot. 

Controlled servo brakes, me- 
chanically operated are standard. 
Braking has been further im- 
proved by the addition of vacuum 
power. The brakes are self-ener- 
gizing, require only light pedal 
pressure to operate, and are fully 
enclosed. Braking area has been 
increased by 30 per cent, by mak- 
ing the reverse brake shoe the 
same size as the forward shoe. 
Drums are one-piece cast iron. 
Brake hook-up makes use of a 
short brake cross-shaft.

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Hudson Finds Streamlining 
In Rear Most Important 


Detroit, Dec. 29.—Rear end and 
side form of the car is more im- 
portant from an air resistance 
standpoint than is the front end 
treatment, according to wind tun- 
nel experiments recently con- 
cluded, states Frank S. Spring, 
engineering stylist of the Hudson 
Motor Car Co. 

Spring, who is an aviation ex- 
pert and a flyer, says that this is 
the first year that the much 
abused word “streamlining” actu- 
ally has some meaning. From a 
wind tunnel standpoint where the 
resistance to speed due to the 
wind is accurately measured, cars 
such as the new Terraplanes and 
Hudsons as well as others which 
have been redesigned with this 


factor in mind, are over five 
times efficient as previous 
models. | 

“It is for this reason,” states | 


Mr. Spring, “that in producing an 
advanced type of car for 1934 the 
rear has been given particular 
attention to eliminate the eddies 
and swirls of the air behind the 
car and to reduce the vacuum 
normally created behind a blunt 





ended shape or one in which 
there are interruptions to the 
natural flow of the air stream as 
it closes itself behind a moving 
body. 

“Hudson’s has moved to reduce 
this wind drag at the rear in its 
Hudson and Terraplane models 
by inclosing the tire within the 
contour of the body and by pro- 
viding a flowing sweep to the 
rear. Experiments conducted by 
aviation engineers over the past 
year have conclusively shown 
that only 25 per cent of the wind 
resistance is affected by the form 
of the front end considering cars 
that have the same front area, 
The rear end and sides of the car 
account for 75 per cent. 

“Of course, as the area of the 
front is increased the wind re- 
sistance goes up rapidly and we 
have kept our front area as low 
as we believe is consistent with 
practicability and public accept- 
ance of form. At the rear the 
form of the body coincides with 
the natural air stream lines as 
far as is possible without going 
into excessive tail lengths.

Detroit, Dec. 29.- wes glance 
at the new line of De Soto “air- 
flow” models, to be introduced at 
the New York Show, discloses 
that De Soto has come out bluntly 
for streamlining that makes no 
pretense of following the line of 
any previous American motor car. 


Preliminary advertising, of 
course, had prepared observers 
for something startling new in 
design. The cars more than ful- 
filled the promise. 


Even it the engineers could 
have incorporated into the con- 
ventional form of chassis and 
body such new De Soto features 
as its engine-over-axle mounting, 
its forward positioned rear seat, 
its tubular steel “furniture,” and 
its six-passenger capacity, that 
outwardly conventional looking 
car would have become a leading 
topic of conversation in motor 
and motoring circles. 

Or, if they had come out with 
the bodies that mark the new De 
Soto lines, but without the other 
modifications, that car, too, would 
have caused talk.

Chicago, Dec. 29.—Middle west- 
ern new car sales kept pace with | 
the national trend during Novem- 
ber, showing a marked gain over | 
the same month in 1932, it is dis- | 
closed in a survey just released 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of | 
Chicago. , 

Retail sales increased 147 per | 
cent, while stocks of new cars 
dropped 30 per cent below the | 
number on hand at the end of 
November last year. The ratio of | 
deferred payment sales also | 








|turned in a decrease, standing at | 


41 per cent in November as com- | 
pared with 43 per cent in October 
and 51 per cent in November, 
1932. 

Used car inventories fell some- 
what by comparison with Octo- 
ber, but were reported as nearly 
50 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 

Both new and used car sales 
are considered as having held up 
remarkably well in November as 
against the October figures, in 
view of the seasonable trend 
which last year brought about a 
more decided decrease. 

Reporting on the employment 
situation, the Federal Reserve 
Bank also made known that mid- 
west payrolls for the month ended 
Nov. 15 were 22 per cent higher 
than a year ago, the number of 
workers employed being 20 per 
cent greater. Manufacturing in- 
dustries showed better than the 
average, being up 24 per cent. In 
all respects, the figures were be- 
low the October totals, though not 
as markedly so as in 1932.

against both sound and cold. 


As an anti-holdup precaution, 
all doors may be locked from the 
inside. When the _ right-hand 
door is locked from the outside, 
it is almost impossible for thieves 
to destroy the lock.

New York, Dec. 29 3uoyed by 
sharp gains in production, sales 
and earnings, common stocks of 
the automotive industry listed on 
the various exchanges of the 
country this year have registered 
substantial gains over their prices 
at the close of 1932. In only a 
few instances have the quotations 
on motor securities this year 
dropped to the lows of 1932. 

In the average automotive stock 
prices are closing 1933 about 100 
per cent higher than at the end 
of last year, with only a few in- 
dividual issues registering net 
declines for the 12 months. Stude- 
baker Corp. and Electric Auto- 
Lite shares are virtually un- 
changed from a year ago. 

The outstanding performance 
this year perhaps is that of the 
common stock of the Chrysler 
Corp., at least among the car and 
truck manufacturers, with a run- 
up to a current price of around 
53 from the 1932 close of 16%. In 
the parts group Bohn Aluminum 
& Brass scored a rise from 13% 
to the present level of about 53. 

Among the tire and _ rubber 
stocks, Goodrich rose from 4% to 
12, U. S. Rubber from 4% to 14, 
Goodyear from 14% to 33 and 
Firestone from 13% to 19. 

Measured by dollar valuation, 
the largest increase was that of 
General Motors Corp., with its 
43,500,000 outstanding shares ad- 
vancing in price from the 1932 
close of 13% to the current quota- 
tion of around 34. This repre- 
sented an increase in market 
valuation of $892,500,000. 

Among the automotive shares 
which in 1933 declined in price to 
below the low points of 1932 were 


Reo, Studebaker, Briggs, Eaton, 
Firestone and United States 


Rubber. 

Whereas the end of 1932 found 
most of the motor shares at close 
to their lows of that year, the 
current year is closing with stock 
prices of this group substantially 


higher than their lows, which 
were made fairly early in the 
year.

By Continental 


Detroit, Dec. 29.—Stockholders 
of Continental Motors Corp., at 
annual meeting Jan. 17, will vote 
on a proposed loan of $5,000,000 
for a term of three years at 6 per 
cent interest to be secured by 
mortgage or deed of trust upon 
the entire assets of the company. 

W. R. Angell, president, in let- 
ter to stockholders, said: “The 
continued depression, the lack of 
sufficient volume of motor busi- 
ness during the past four years 
and the expense of launching the 
new Continental automobile have 
reduced the company’s funds to a 
point where a loan is indicated 
as essential. New money is re- 
quired to meet current obligations 
and to supply the necessary work- 
ing capital for operations.”

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| Dividend Delay 
| Caused By Wait 
On Tax Lifting 


| New York, Dec. 29.—-Dividend 
declarations in the motor indus- 
try have been few in _ recent 
weeks, due to the general ten- 


dency to delay action until after 
the first of the year, when the 
federal tax on declarations will be 
lifted. 

The Ross Gear & Tool Co. this 
week announced that no decision 
would be made on the dividend 
ordinarily paid on Jan. 1 until the 
regular directors’ meeting on Jan. 
2. The last payment by this com- 
pany was on Oct. 2, when 30 cents 
a share on the common stock was 
disbursed. 

Ford Motors Co. of Belgium, 
subsidiary of Ford Motor Co. of 
England, Ltd., has indieated that 
it might pay a dividend of 18.95 
francs net on its stock, the same 
as last year. Stockholders of the 
Belgium company have approved 
repayment of 300 frances per share 
from reserves, thus reducing the 
sapital stock by about 40 per cent. 

The Dutch and Danish Ford 
companies, subsidiaries of Ford 
of England, also are expected to 
repay 40 per cent of capital and 
should materially aid Ford of 
England, which holds 60 per cent 
of the stock in each Continental 
unit. At current exchange rates, 
the amount received by the Brit- 
ish parent company would be 
more than 500,000 pounds. In 
turn, this money will be used to 
repay the debt due to Ford Motor 
Co. of this country, which has 
been held up since 1931 in antici- 








pation of more favorable ex- 
change rates. At present ex- 


change, the British company can 
repay this debt to the American 
company for less than the amount 
originally borrowed 


Willys in Toledo 
For Conference 


Toledo, Dec. 29.—John N. Willys, 
one of the receivers of the Willys- 
Overland Co., is in Toledo for 
conferences in regard to the fu- 
ture plans of the company, re- 
cently authorized to manufacture 
a minimum of 5,000 model 77 
passenger cars. 

Since arrival here Tuesday, Mr 
Willys has been confined to his 


rooms in the Toledo Club. He is 
suffering from a cold. Mr. Willys 
has conferred with various de- 


partment heads in regard to the 
manufacture of the cars. Produc- 
tion is expected to start immedi- 
ately after New Year's. 
Discussion of plans for the 
financing of the cars is expected 
to be carried forward during Mr 
Willys’ visit. He probably will 
remain here the rest of the week 
by which time announcements 
may be ready for publication.
